Simon denies reports 
he'll be replaced 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Treasury 
Secretary William E 
Simon today 
denied reports that he will be replaced 
and insisted the administration has not 
abandoned its fight against inflation 
despite 
a 
new 
em phasis 
on 
anti-recessionary measures. 
" I am the chief economic spokesman 
for the President,” Simon told a news 
conference “ If I am on the way out, I 
have not been told ” 
Simon's statement followed reports, 
offered by White House sources, that 
President Ford has been looking for a 
new Treasury secretary to replace 
Simon 
A millionaire Wall Street bond trader, 
Simon recently advocated that the 
administration continue to structure its 
economic program to holding down the 


cost of living and balancing the budget, 
even at the expense of a worsening 
recession Ford’s new program focuses 
instead on recession 
Simon described Ford’s program, 
contained in his State of the Union 
message, as a “ truly integrated plan” 
that attacks economic problems on both 
the inflation and recession fronts 
"This is not a fruit basket,” from 
which Congress can pick the items it 
likes most and reject the rest, he said 
"It’s a cocktail and has to be taken in its 
entirety.” 
The 
secretary praised 
Ford 
for 
"courage” in shifting his economic 
policy in the face of changing conditions. 
"These programs are bold and I don’t 
believe they’re reckless ” 


Former CIA director reveals 
reason for domestic spying 


WASHINGTON (UPI> — Former CIA 
Director Richard Helms said today the 
country’s "dramatic upsurge of extreme 
radicalism” during the late 1950s and 
early 1960s was the reason the agency 
became involved in domestic intelli­ 
gence activities. 
In a prepared four-page statement, his 
first extensive public comment since the 
furor over CIA domestic espionage 
activities erupted last month, Helms 
said 
he 
was "indignant at 
the 
irresponsible attacks” that have been 
made on intelligence gathering. 
He said if the attacks are allowed "to 
pass 
unchallenged, 
(they) 
could 
seriously damage the interests of the 
United States." 
E&rlier, the current CIA director, 
William E. Colby, outlined to Congress 
for the second consecutive day a series 
of 
activities conducted by 
the 
agency, 
but 
he 
asked for 
an 
understanding 
that 
some 
crucial 
operations require continuing secrecy. 
Helms, who headed the CIA during the 
period that it began domestic activities, 
staunchly defended himself: 
" I was and remain proud of my work 
there, culminating in my 6Vi years as 
director. 1 believed in the importance to 
the 
nation of the function that the 
agency served. I still do: without 
qualms, without apology . ” 


Helms said that in normal times few 
Americans would never "come within 
the purview of our foreign intelligence 
operations. 


"U ntil 
the 
recent 
past, 
such 
involvements were rare occurrences. 
Then in the late 1950s. and early 1960s 


came the sudden and quite dramatic 
upsurge of extreme radicalism in this 
country and abroad, an uprush of 
violence 
against 
authority 
and 
institution, and the advocacy of violent 
change in our system of government. 
"By and in itself, this violence, this 
dissent, this radicalism were of no 
direct concern to the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency. It became so only in the 
degree that the trouble was inspired by, 
or coordinated with, or funded by, anti- 
American 
subversion mechanisms 
abroad.” 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
sources said Colby presented the same 
45-page report which he delivered 
Wednesday 
to 
the 
intelligence 
subcom m ittee 
of 
the 
Senate 
Appropriations Committee but with a 
new introduction. 
In the report Colby acknowledged that 
the Central Intelligence Agency did 
maintain files on 10,000 American 
dissidents 
and 
said 
it 
also 
used 
American business as cover for agents 
abroad. 
But he also stressed that the CIA is not 
adequately protected by the law with 
regard to disclosure of national security 
information. 
"Our problem is that existing statutes 
do not adequately protect the secrets 
that are so essential to us,” Colby said in 
his report. 
Chairman John C. Stennis promised to 
conduct "in-depth hearings” into the 
CIA aimed at obtaining "the full facts 
and truth” on its domestic activities. 
But he added, "of necessity, intelligence 
must be protected by secrecy which, in 
turn, necessitates public confidence and 
trust."

Leading lawmakers 


promise Ford rebate 


action by April 1 


Pickets of the International Chemical 
Workers Union, Local 146 began to man 
picket lines outside the main J-M gate 
on Miguelito Canyon Road shortly after 
J-M locked its gates on Dec. 9. An 
estimated 500 workers were affected by 
the lockout. 
Chemical union chief Tom McCall 
today said the action of the Teamsters in 
withdrawing the sanction resulted from 
a misunderstanding at the Teamsters 
Los Angeles headquarters. McCall said 
he was investigating. He declined to 
speculate on the effect the Teamsters’ 
action would have on the chemical 
workers union. 
A spokesman for the Teamsters in 
Santa Maria which governs Teamsters 
drivers in Lompoc confirmed that the 
sanction had been withdrawn 
The 
spokesman said the action was taken by 
Teamsters Joint Council 42. 
At the council’s headquarters this 
morning Paul Blenko, an official, said 
the sanction was withdrawn on the 
information that the labor dispute had 
been settled When told that the dispute 
was still under way, Blenko said the 
question was an internal affair of the 
Teamsters and that he had no comment 
to make. 
Meanwhile preparations continued for 
a meeting of the union and J-M next 
week with federal mediator Frank 
Allen. The meeting has been shifted 
from next Wednesday to Thursday at 9 
a.m. 
because 
of 
a 
conflict 
of 
engagements for Wednesday. 
Allen reportedly called the meeting 
himself on the theory that neither the 
union nor the company appeared to be 
willing to take the initiative. Ordinarily 
the mediator would await a signal from 
one or both parties to a dispute before 
announcing a meeting. 
McCall said he and his fellow unionists 
were going into the meeting with no new 
contractual 
proposals 
to 
make. 
However, McCall did emphasize the 
union desire for the beefing up of 
pension benefits. He said it would take 
that kind of overture on J-M’s part to 
appeal to the workers. 


A similar no-change note was sounded 
by J-M today. C.A. Carlson, plant 
manager said the company was standing 
fast in its position. Then as an after 
thought he concluded that Allen would 
probably 
be 
searching 
for 
some 
common ground between the stated 
positions of the two sides on which to 
build an agreement.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford was told by congressional leaders 
today that his proposed rebate for 1974 
taxpayers will be enacted by April 1 with 
some “ modifications.” 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said the 
Democratic and Republican leaders 
assured Ford during a breakfast meet­ 
ing at the White House that they would 
meet his deadline of April 1 for 
enactment of the one-time $12 billion 
rebate to individual taxpayers 
But he said the Democrats told the 
President "they thought there would be 
some modifications.” 
Nessen said the Democratic leaders 
did not say specifically what changes 
they intended to make, but most of them 
have already indicated a desire to 
restrict the rebate to low and middle 
income families. 
L. William Seidman, Ford’s chief 
economic coordinator, indicated earlier 
in the day that the President was ready 
to compromise on the details of his tax 
plan. But he said Ford was unwilling to 
give in to demands for wage and price 
controls or gasoline rationing. 
Assistant Senate Leader Robert Byrd 
of West Virigina nonetheless emerged 
from the White House meeting with the 
prediction that Congress would insist on 
rationing over Ford’s objections. 
Nessen repeated Ford’s opposition to 
rationing, saying the President would 
ask for standby rationing authority to be 
used only in the event of a national 
emergency. Permanent rationing would 
require a big 
bureaucracy to be 
maintained over the next 10 years, he 
said. 
Although 
rejecting 
wage-price 
controls, Ford sent a message to 
Congress 
saying 
he 
would 
seek 
legislation to extend the life of the 
council on Wage and Price Stability 
beyond the expiration date of Aug. 15, 
1975, to June 30, 1976, "because the 
problem of inflation is a stubborn one.” 
L. William Seidman, Ford’s chief 
economic 
coordinator, 
meanwhile 
outlined on the NBC Today Show the 
items which Ford would and would not 
be willing to compromise in his program 
to 
combat 
recession 
and 
energy 
shortages.

"We know that there have to be 
changes,” Seidman said. "He (Ford) 
said yesterday that he is willing to 
compromise 


" I would say right at the moment that 
wage and price controls are a place 
where at this time he does not look 
favorably on compromise. On the other 
hand, in terms of the tax package that he 
has presented, if someone thinks that 
the cap ought to be a little higher or a 
little lower, or those kinds of things, I’m 


sure he would be willing to talk to 
them ” 
Seidman said Ford opposes wage- 
price controls "because they haven't 
worked in the past and because they 
tend to give us very long range problems 
by misallocating resources. 
Rationing is objectionable, he said, 
because it would have to continue for

Russ desire detente 
despite pact dispute 


MOSCOW (U PI) — The Soviet Union 
said today it wants to continue detente 
and maintain good commercial relations 
with the United States despite its 
decision not to carry out the 1972 trade 
agreement. 
The statement, by a writer of the 
official Tass news agency, was the first 
declaration of Soviet policy on Moscow- 
Washington relations since Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger announced the 
Soviet 
action 
in 
Washington 
late 
Tuesday. 
"The Soviet Union came out and, let it 
be stressed emphatically, continues to 
come out, for international detente 
making 
it 
moreover 
irreversible,” 
wrote Tass man Anatoly Krasikov. 
"It is true that the Soviet Union has 
sought and continues to seek mutually 
beneficial trade with the West, not 
excluding 
of 
course 
the 
most 
economically powerful Western nation 
—the United States of America,” he 
said. 
Kissinger told his Washington news 
conference the Soviet Union took its 
action 
because 
of 
Congressional 
conditions that it must allow freer 
emigration, particularly of Soviet Jews. 
Krasikov said: 
"The Soviet people would never make 
their right to decide their own internal 
affairs an object of bargaining. No 
changes have or could have taken place 
in Soviet policy.... as for trade, it is not a 
unilateral process. 


"We want and are prepared to trade 
with the west, but... only on a basis of 
full equality and mutual benefit.” 
Addressing 
"Kremlinologists” who 
triggered 
off 
a 
"hullabaloo” 
of 
comments that the Soviet Union was no 
longer interested in detente, Krasikov 
said of Soviet conditions for trade: 
"It is up to you, but do not lay the 
blame at our door.” 
The Communist party newspaper 
Pravda earlier today attacked "money 
grabbing” and called for a hard line 
against western attitudes. 


Israelis attack 
guerrillas again 


United Press International 
Israeli troops crossed into Lebanon 
and struck Arab guerrilla targets today 
in the fifth consecutive day of frontier 
clashes. Lebanon urged an emergency 
conference of Arab leaders to help stop 
the raids. 
The Tel Aviv military command said 
the Israelis killed four guerrillas in a 
gun battle at the village of Chouba, one 
mile north of the border. Two Israelis 
were reported wounded. 
A command spokesman said a battle 
at Chouba Wednesday left eight soldiers 
wounded, the highest Israeli casualty 
toll in more than two years of raids into 
Lebanon.

Hebert, who has been chairman since

him out as the worst committee head.

committee in defiance of party caucus 
rules and in a "dictatorial manner.” 
Hebert said his defeat was "a

In 
addition, the lawmakers have a 
say in determining their per­ 
sonal living expenses. 
"I am in favor of giving that 
decision to someone totally 
independent of the state legis­ 
lature,” McCarthy said Wed­ 
nesday.

A constitutional amendment 
(ACA32) introduced by Assem­ 
blyman Edwin L. Z’berg, D- 
Sacramento, would create a

would meet each December to 
determine cost-of-living raises 
for the following year.

United States and European 
Common Market nations have 
apparently reached compro­ 
mise agreements to make 131 
billion available for oil consum­ 
ing nations. 
The overall plan, which may 
also include new guidelines for 
valuation of currencies and 
new rules for gold transactions, 
is part of a move to prop up the 
world monetary system in the 
face of grinding inflation. 
Details were expected later 
today or Friday following a 
week-long closed meeting of

Monetary 
Fund’s Committee of Twenty 
here 
The committee, an interim 
group 
which 
handles 
IMF 
business, is working on the 
final draft of a 16 billion in 
loans 
from 
oil 
producing 
nations to help other countries 
counterattack 
the economic 
strains 
of 
high 
petroleum 
prices. 
Meanwhile, European IMF 
members 
apparently 
have 
agreed to drop opposition to 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger's proposal for an 
additional $25 billion aid fund 
outside the IMF. 
The 
larger 
of 
the 
two 
programs would be set up by 
industrialized nations to help 
smaller countries already suf­ 
fering 
from 
oil 
payments 
deficits. 
In a major policy switch, 
sources said the United States 
apparently agreed in principle 
to extend for one year the 
IMF’s special oil financing 
machinery. But the extension 
would be funded by $6 billion 
instead of the $15 billion pushed 
earlier by Common Market 
members. 
Only last week Jack F. 
Bennett, 
undersecretary 
of 
Treasury for monetary affairs, 
said the United States wanted 
the machinery to expire. 
Other parts of the package 
are understood to include a 25 
per cent increase in quota 
subscipts to the IMF, thereby 
expanding the organization’s 
ability to lend; guidelines for 
valuation of currencies; assist­ 
ance to poor countries, and new 
rules for gold transactions.

1 cup gumdrops, cut small 
1 cup coconut 
1 tsp vanilla 


Cream shortening and sugars; add eggs and beat 
well, using an electric mixer. Sift flour, soda, salt and 
cinnamon together; add to creamed mixture. Add 
remaining ingredients and mix well. 


Using a teaspoonful at a time, roll into balls and 
place on a greased cookie sheet, leaving room 
between each ball to allow for its spreading while 
baking Bake at 375-400 degree oven for 10-12 minutes.

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Portugal to grant Angola 
territory independence 


THE BETTER HALF

PENINA, Portugal (UPI) - 
Portugal has agreed to grant 
independence 
to 
the 
rich 
African territory of Angola on 
Nov. 11, virtually ending the 
world's last major colonial 
empire. 
President Francisco da Costa 
Gomes and leaders of Angola’s 
three rival guerrilla armies 
signed an accord Wednesday 
night to set up a transitional 
government to run the colony 
until independence. 


The pact, signed at a seaside 
resort only a few miles from 
where Henry the Navigator 
planned Portugal’s voyages of 
discovery five centuries ago, 
brought an official end to 
nearly 14 years of guerrilla 
war 
In a short speech after the 
signing, Costa Gomes said the 
agreement “ closes a chapter 
where blood and tears fell in a 
bitter trial of fraternal suf­ 
fering.” 
The signing ceremony at the 
luxury Penina Golf Hotel on 
Portugal’s southeast coast cli­ 
maxed 
six 
days 
of 
talks 
between the government and 


the guerrilla groups 
“ We have closed here a 
chapter that repressive forces 
unjustly 
prolonged,” 
Costa 
Gomes said. “ We worked in 
this summit meeting a genera­ 
tion behind the currents of 
history.” 
Agostinho Neto, leader of the 
Popular 
Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola, thanked 
the Portuguese people As he 
spoke his voice broke and tears 
appeared in his eyes. 
The other guerrilla leaders 
were Holden Roberto of the 
Angolan Liberation Front and 
Jonas Savimbi of the Union for 
the Total Liberation of Angola. 
The 
pact 
calls 
for 
the 
formation of a three-member 
presidential council on Jan. 31. 
The ruling trio would represent 
each of the guerrilla groups. 
The guerrilla groups, which 
often clashed with each other 
as ferociously as they fought 
the Portuguese, agreed to unite 
their 8,000 soldiers 
into a 
national army controlled by a 
10-man defense council. 
During the transition period, 
a Portuguese high commission­ 
er 
with 
responsibility 
for 


defense and security will join 
the 
presidential 
council 
in 
running the territory 
The agreement provides for a 
constituent assembly 
within 
nine 
months 
to 
write 
a 
constitution setting up a repub­ 
lican form of government with 
a single president. 
Under the accord, Angolan 
voters would go to the polls 
later in the year to elect a 
president and members of the 
new nation's legislative body. 
The independence of Angola, 
Portugal’s largest and richest 
colony, would leave only the 
small settlements of Macao 
and Timor under Portuguese 
rule. 
The 
Lisbon 
government, 
which came to power last 
spring in a coup ending a half- 
century of right-wing rule, has 
freed Guinea and promised to 
liberate 
Mozambique, 
Sao 
Tome and the Cape Verde 
Islands by summer. 
Angola, which has about 5 
million blacks and 300,000 white 
settlers, is almost twice the 
size 
of 
Texas, 
with 
rich 
diamond, iron and petroleum 
resources. 


Dean wants to see Nixon 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Now that Richard Nixon is out 
of the White House and his 
nemesis John Dean is out of 
jail. Dean says he would like to 
see 
the 
former 
president 
because “ we would have so 
much to talk about.” 
But Dean made clear he isn’t 
expecting an invitation to San 
Clemente 
Dean, who played a major 
role in Nixon’s downfall, said 
Wednesday 
that 
Nixon 
has 
suffered enough, and time may 
vindicate his presidency, ba­ 
lancing 
Watergate 
against 
“ strokes of greatness” in his 
foreign policy —especially if 
Nixon makes a clean breast of 
Watergate. 
"There is good and evil in all 
men," 
Dean 
told his first 
general news conference since 
his Watergate sentence was 
commuted and he was released 
from jail. 


“ I would like very much to 
talk to the former president,” 
Dean said “ We would have so 
much to talk about, it would 
take hours and hours ” 
He 
quickly 
added: 
“ But 
whether he wants to see me is a 
big question in my mind.” 
Standing with his wife Mau­ 
reen on the patio of their 
$130,000 mountain ridge home, 
Dean told newsmen he holds no 
bitterness against Nixon. 
“ I am of the school which 
thinks that Mr. 
Nixon has 
suffered a great deal,” he said. 
“ I don’t think anyone in this 
country wants to see Richard 
Nixon in jail. He has been 
punished enough . ” 
In time, Nixon “ may be 
vindicated, in a way,” Dean 
said, because of “ the good 
things that happened” in his 
administration. 
“ No one has said the man 
didn’t 
have 
a 
stroke 
of 


greatness in many of the moves 
he made,” especially in foreign 
policy, he said 
Dean said there may be more 
to be learned about Watergate 
but “ I don’t think there will be 
any enormous bombs” still to 
come. 
Nixon’s image in history will 
depend on “ how he handles 
himself when he addresses the 
question of Watergate,” Dean 
said. 
“ I think Mr. Nixon obviously 
can fill in some gaps, and 
hopefully he Will...He is the 
only one who knows of the 
moves 
he 
made, 
his 
own 
feelings, his motives. ” 
“ It is up to Nixon to make a 
full, 
public 
statement 
on 
Watergate, Dean said, but “ to 
date it isn't something he wants 
to do, or it is something he is 
not capable of doing,” Dean 
said 
“ I don’t know why.”

NEW YORK (UPI) - Catfish Hunter 
has started something nobody knows 
how to finish, and his ears should be 
burning because a small army of 
ballplayers with all the other clubs are 
using his name as an excellent lever to 
get every nickel they can, and maybe 
some more 
The players are taking substantially 
the same basic approach with their 
employers 
"Don’t tell me you don’t have any 
money," they say. "I saw where you 
were willing to give Catfish Hunter a 
coupla’ million, so I’m sure you have a 
little left for me You’re actually saving 
money because I’m not asking you for 
anything near what he did." 
It is extremely difficult to work up any 
sympathy for the owners here. In fact, 
my own personal feeling is they’re 
getting exactly what they deserve. 
Especially those who wanted to impress 
their fans they were doing everything 
they could to get Hunter. What better 
way was there for them to look than to 
announce publicly how much money 
they were offering Oakland’s 25-game 
winner? Here was the ideal form of free 
publicity, perfect for the consumption of 
the home fans, or so the club operators 
thought. 
One thing club operators are learning 
now is all that wonderful free publicity 
they received two weeks ago is turning 
out to be rather costly, more so than 
they ever imagined. 
Many clubs allowed their offers to 
Hunter to be published. If they didn't 
come right out and own up to them, as 
did Philadelphia, Cleveland, Kansas 
City, San Diego, Minnesota, the Dodgers 
and the Mets, then they managed to 
have their bids conveniently "leaked.” 
Merely to set the record straight, the 
total package the Yankees got Hunter 
for came to exactly 83 million, and that 
figure includes $200,000 paid to his 
attorneys. The lawyers got their money 
right away. Hunter’s is tied up in escrow 
until it has been legally decided he can 
pitch for the Yankees, and that could 
take some time. 
The Yankees were not the highest 
bidder. San Diego was, in one sense, and 
Kansas City in another, and if you 
remember those two clubs went right 
down to the wire. 
Kansas City offered $3.8 to Hunter. 
San Diego’s bid was $3.7, and then in an 
all-out effort to land the American 
League’s 28-year-old Cy Young Award 
winner, the Padres offered him an open 
check book telling him to fill in his own 
figure. 
A number of the offers for Hunter 
were primarily for the benefit of the 


home fans, and not completely sincere. 
Some of the clubs that made offers 
might have had a lot of trouble coming 
up with the money had Hunter accepted. 


Kansas City’s offer was genuine. So 
was San Diego's. 
If you remember, the Texas Rangers 
bid $2.6 for Hunter in the early going, 
after which club owner Brad Corbett 
said he was getting out of the poker 
game because he felt the stakes were 
growing unreasonable 
Corbett's offer was the McCoy, too, 
but now look what’s happened to him be­ 
cause of it. 
Ferguson Jenkins had the same won- 
lost record for the Rangers last season 
Hunter had for the A’s, 25 wins and 12 
losses He pitched 10 more innings and 
six more complete games than Hunter 
did and struck out 82 more battters. Do 
you think that gave him some ideas? It 
certainly did 
Jenkins received $125,000 from the 
Rangers last year and they offered him 
$145,000 for this year. Remembering the 
club’s offer to Hunter, Ferguson Jenkins 
just laughed. He wasn’t amused, though. 
He has let the Rangers know that if 
Catfish Hunter was worth $2.6 million to 
them, then Ferguson Jenkins is a 
bargain 
at 
$200,000 
He 
wants 
a 
multi-year contract, same as Hunter. 
There’s no real way of knocking Jenkins' 
logic either. 
All the Rangers can tell him is that 
their offer to Hunter included other 
things besides salary, like a bonus, a 
loan and insurance, to which Ferguson 
Jenkins would be less than human if he 
didn’t come right back and say, okay, 
you give me those "other things,” too. 
Other Texas players besides Jenkins 
are coming off good years, fellows like 
Jeff Burroughs, the American League’s 
MVP; 
Lenny 
Randle, 
whose 
.302 
average made him the league’s sixth 
leading hitter, and shortstop Toby 
Harrah, who finished with 21 homers. 
Burroughs, according to one report, 
has his sights set on a three-year 
contract at $100,000 per year, and it 
would be no surprise whatsoever to hear 
Randle asking for maybe $75,000 and 
Harrah $50,000. It could even be these 
figures are a little low. 
All these fellows, you see, read what 
the Rangers offered Catfish Hunter. 
They figure they’d like to get theirs now, 
what they honestly feel they’re worth.

Science offers diabetics new help 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind <UPI> 
— Researchers have developed 
an automatic device that can 
help doctors pull a patient out 
of a diabetic coma in a fraction 
of the time it now takes. 
The 
machine, 
called 
an 
artificial endocrine pancreas, 
will be produced commercially 
by Miles Laboratories’ Life 
Sciences Department, Elkhart, 
Ind. First sales will be to 
research institutions to develop 
experience for eventual sales 
to hospitals. 
In all of us, the pancreas 
gland secretes insulin to regu 
late 
blood 
sugar 
level. 
In 
diabetics it malfunctions and 
they can go into a dangerous 
coma if the amount of sugar in 
the 
blood 
is 
excessive, 
a 
c o n d i t i o n 
c a l l e d 
hyperglycemia. 
By conventional methods it 
may take 10 hours or more of 
carefully injecting insulin to 
lower the blood sugar level and 
bring a patient out of a coma, 
according 
to 
Anton 
H 


Clemens, 
head 
of 
the 
department, 
in a telephone 
interview 
"With this automatic device 
it takes one and-a-half to two 
hours,” Clemens said. 
He 
emphasized 
that 
the 
Miles’ team didn’t work alone, 
but leaned heavily (Hi others’ 
research that detailed math­ 
ematically the responses of the 
normal pancreas. 


The device includes a small 
computer, blood sugar analyzer 
and precise dosage injection 
system. Slated for production 
next spring, it already has been 
used on more than a dozen 
patients 
in 
diabetic 
coma, 
Clemens said. 


He said it also can be used 
when blood sugar level is hard 
to control because a diabetic is 
undergoing labor or using a 
kidney dialysis machine. He 
said the device has kept a 
diabetic mother’s blood sugar 
level normal through a caesari­ 
an birth. 


Gemens said the machine’s 
instant 
response 
is 
vital, 
because it is believed momen­ 
tary blood sugar excesses often 
can build up eventually to 
secondary effects of diabetes 
such as blood vessel deteriora­ 
tion, 
blindness 
and 
kidney 
disease, 


“The normal pancreas is able 
to sense an increase in blood 
sugar immediately when it 
takes place, even in the normal 
range, and an initial insulin 
spike is released,” preventing 
the sugar level from getting too 
high, Clemens said. He said the 
machine duplicates this action 
and has proved the human 
pancreas does act instantly and 
in proportion to the need. 


There have been efforts to 
create a tiny gadget that will do 
for diabetics what a pacemaker 
does for heart patients 
But 
Gemens said the day when a 
diabetic can carry around a 
tiny, implanted computer and 


pump to do what the Miles 
device does still is far off. 
He said he believes such an 
implant would have to have a 
direct bloodstream connection, 
not just tissue contact. In his 
opinion, a tissue implant would 
be 
unable 
to 
provide 
the 
necessary instant response.

inside the country," he wrote in 
1952, “ has been magnified and 
exalted far beyond its realities

suspicion. . , . ” 
In the landmark Furman v. 
Georgia case in 1972, which 
held the death penalty to be un- 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l , 
D ou gl a s 
declared that capital punish­ 
ment discrim inated against 
minorities and the poor. 
Less well known than his 


defense of civil liberties was his 
progressive attitude toward 
American business. He wrote 
several dissents in antitrust 
c a s e s , a r g u i n g t h a t the 
Supreme Court tended more to 
support monopoly than to op 
pose it. 
Douglas' liberal views fre­ 
quently angered conservative 
politicans and, in 1970, then 
House 
Republican 
leader 
Gerald Ford attem pted to 
m o b i l i z e 
i m p e a c h m e n t 
proceedings against Douglas, 
declaring that an impeachable 
offense "is whatever a majori­ 
ty of the House of Represen­ 
tatives considers it to be. . . .” 
But a House Judiciary sub­ 


committee found that there was 
no basis for impeachment and 
Ford’s efforts failed. 
The author of more than a 
dozen books. Douglas was an 
ardent conservationist and out- 
doorsman. He spent many of his 
holidays hiking and mountain 
climbing in remote areas of the 
world, recounting many of his 
experiences in his writings. 
S t r i c k e n 
by 
i n f a n t i l e 
paralysis as a child, Douglas 
took up running to strengthen 
his weakened body. 
In a recent interview, he 
said: "1 realize that we don’t 
know our limitations. There 
really is no barrier except that 
which you make for yourself." 


IN 1970, Justice Douglas avoided impeachment when the House 
Judiciary Committee declared that "neither a whitewash nor a 
witch-hunt would take place.” Wife, Cathlee, at his side (right), 
he was again a newsmaker when he set a record for service on the 
Supreme Court. On Oct. 30, 1973, Douglas served for 34 years, 196 
days.

days in the rugged north woods 
of Michigan to prove a point. 
They wanted to show that 
getting lost or stranded in the 
forest is not a one-way path to 
death 
"We tried to simulate as 
closely as possible the situation 
of someone who is lost in the 
woods,” James Peacock, 30, 
leader of the expedition, said. 
Peacock, along with fellow 
Central Michigan University 
students Steve House, 19, and 
Greg 
Szyperski, 
26, 
spent 
almost 
two 
weeks 
in 
the 
Houghton Lake State Forest 
near Roscommon, Mich. 
They 
emerged 
from 
the 
woods last week, weary and 
thinner than when they entered 
Dec. 29, but hoping the data 
they collected will help save 
the lives of others in the future. 
"It’s good to be getting out of 
here,” admitted House, who 
lost 25 pounds. 
"When a person first realizes 
that he is lost,” Peacock said, 
"he must sit down and plan how 
he can make it until the next 
morning. 
"You can die in the woods in 
one night and you can die in 40 
degree temperatures.” 
The 
three agreed 
mind 
control is probably the most 
essential factor in coming out 
of the woods alive. 
"The 
first emotion 
that 
usually hits a stranded person 
is panic,” Peacock said. "That 
person has got to realize that he 
is lost, thpt there is no sense in 
trying to get out and that he’s 
got better things to do than 
brood 
about his 
wife 
or 
relatives.” 
Peacock said once the person 
realizes that he is stranded, he 
must immediately set about 
finding a location to build a fire 
and “get as many things done 
before dark as possible.” 
He said fear of the woods and 
animals often traps the strand­ 
ed victim into immobility. 


“I am more afraid of another 
human in the woods than any 
kind 
of 
animal 
it 
holds,” 
Peacock said 
During the expedition, the 
three trapped 14 rabbits, one 
squirrel, one shrew, and caught 
spiders and insects which they 
boiled for food. 
They made tea from the 
wintergreen berries and boiled 
aspen 
cambium, 
the 
layer 
underneath the bark of a tree 
that is full of nutrients. 
The temperature dipped to 
zero nearly every night. 
They kept a daily log and 
Peacock will write a report for 


the state Department of Natu­ 
ral Resources to explain the 
expedition. 
Peacock 
chose

companions from a group of 11 
students 
who 
expressed 
interest in joining what has 
turned

William Orville Douglas, one 
of the most controversial and 
consistently liberal members of 
the U S Supreme Court, was 
born in 1898 in the town of 
Maine, Minn 
After graduating from Whit­ 
man College and Columbia Law 
School. Douglas worked for the 
Department of Commerce until 
1936 when President Roosevelt 
appointed him to the Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
Soon after his appointment to 
the Supreme Court in 1939. 
Douglas established himself as 
a major judicial influence, es­ 
pecially in the areas of cor­ 
porate finance and civil liber­ 
ties. 
In a majority opinion in 1949, 
Douglas declared that free 
speech must be guaranteed 
even to a speaker who “ stirs 
the public to anger, invites dis­ 
putes. or . . . creates a distur­ 
bance ” In fact. Douglas 
suggested, the creation of such 
conditions might just be the 
fundamental purpose of free 
speech 
Douglas 
was 
an 
ardent 
d e f e n d e r 
of 
p r o c e d u r a l 
safeguards for persons accused 
of crimes. “ It took centuries to 
evolve the conception of the fair 
trial we have today,” he wrote 
in one of his many books “ It 
was against a background poig­ 
nant with memories of evil 
procedures that our Constitu­ 
tion was drawn.” 
During the McCarthy era. 
when the fear of communism 
ran rampant through the coun­ 
try. Douglas deplored what he 
called "the black silence of

Banker fears flood of petrodollars

Editor's Note: A.W. Clausen, 
president of the Bank of 
America since 1969, is also 
president of the Federal Ad­ 
visory Council, a watchdog 
organization of commercial 
bankers. 


Does Bank of America say 
that it cannot go on channelling 
petrodollars to finance in- 
dustrial countries’ balance of 
payments deficits? And if so, 
will you explain why? 


What is being said, and what I 
myself believe, is that private 
financial institutions cannot do 
the total job of recycling the 
funds being gathered by the sur­ 
plus nations, the Middle East 
nations in particular Admitted­ 
ly, so far the vast bulk of this 
recycling has been done by 
them, and only a small portion 
on 
a 
g o v e r n m e n t - t o - 
govemment basis and through 
the $3 billion Witteveen facility 
in the IMF. 
But as surplus funds are be­ 
ing gathered in greater and 
greater quantity, we need more 
govemment-to-govemment 
placement of surplus funds, 
d i r e c t 
b o r r o w i n g s 
by 
governments (including the 
United States) as well as the 
private financial institutions 
So it is not a matter of 
either/or. 


But great pressure is being 
put on private financial in­ 
stitutions now because of the 
lack of alternatives in a 
capacity-short world: the equi- 
ty 
m a r k e t s 
g e n e r a l l y 
throughout the world are in a 
dismal state of dis arr ay 
because of high inflation, and 
the long term bond markets are 
not an attractive alternative. So 
both the loan obligations and 
deposits of private financial in­ 
stitutions have grown very 
rapidly. You cannot extrapolate 
those lines indefinitely. 


Have you become exceeding­ 
ly cautious about lending, say, 
to Italian or British companies 
because of payments deficits? 
Is there a black list? 


Since the beginning of the 
banking industry, our basic job 
has been as an intermediary of 
financial resources and as an 
assessor of risk. Lots of things 
go into risk assessment, but I 
would be less than candid if I 
said that those nations that 
have very severe balance of 
payments deficits and high 
rates of inflation and internal 
problems, be they political or 
economic (and I might say that 
largely today the problems are 
political and not economic), are 
the most attractive risks. 
I said that I believe the prin­ 
ciple problems to date are not 
economic but political. If we 
are capable of predicting what 


is going to happen in an 
economic sense, and if we don’t 
like what we see, there are 
some known tools and vehicles 
that we can use to avoid or to 
m itigate against that Mack 
truck that is coming down the 
road to smash us. What we’d 
like is the political courage to 
put those economic antidotes 
into effect. 
I may relize that we have got 
to save more, consume less and 
spend less, but, if I am running 
for office this time, none of 
these is going to get me elected. 
Or, if I do these things, un­ 
employment is going to rise, 
and that’s unpopular. Or, since 
I represent a housing region or 
whatever, if I do certain things, 
my particular industry, or 
where most of my constituents 
reside, is going to be adversely 
affected These are the political 
i n t e r p l a y s 
t h a t 
e x i s t 
everywhere. Everyone has con­ 
stitu en ts — labor, unions, 
government and even private 
enterprise. 


Do you f e e l the need 
sometimes to put corporate and 
social responsibilities before 
the maximization of profits? 


I think the problem is to 
balance profit with growth and 
serving clients. The market 
place will always be served; 
that’s in page one of my primer. 
If the banking f ra ter nit y 
doesn't do it, then the m arket 


would be served other financial 
institutions, 
the commercial 
paper m arket, savings and 
loans, credit unions, and so on. 
So it’s balancing strong profit 
and fair return — which is what 
our shareholders desire — with 
what customers want. You real­ 
ly can’t serve your customers 
unless you are profitable and 
the more profitable you are, the 
b etter you can serve your 
customers. 


You doubtless think recent 
reports that the American 
banking system is creaking are 
exaggerated. 


In times like this, when finan­ 
cial waters are troubled, the 
quality of m anagem ent and 
assets becomes crucial. Given 
the lack of alternatives in the 
m arket place, given the un­ 
precedented high worldwide in­ 
flation, given the compounding 
of the tripling of oil prices last 
year, and the fact that private 
financial institutions have been 
the principal mediator to date 
in the transfer of funds from 
surplus to deficit countries, 
financial institutions are bound 
to be under pressure. 


But basically the banks are 
tremendously strong. And we 
are intermediating; we are do­ 
ing a responsible job, and, I 
might say, we are doing it 
damned efficiently.

Continental lllionis' Roger Anderson 


Arabs want to keep it all in dollars

Editor’s Note: Roger Ander­ 
son. chairman of the board of 
Continental Illinois, has been 
with the bank for 28 years 
Continental is the 31st largest 
bank in the world. 
The banking system the world 
over is said to be in more trou­ 
ble than at any time since the 
1930s. Do you agree? And what 
do you think are the most im­ 
portant lessons from bank 
failures? 


Yes, I would agree on your 
first question. And I think the 
first broad lesson is that, in 
fact, banks can fail, including 
some rather large ones That 
seems like an obvious answer, 
but I think there has been too 
little c once r n about the 
possibility of bank failures and 
therefore too little scrutiny of 
banking performance and finan­ 
cial statements 


Banks need to be analyzed 
from a financial standpoint in 
the same way as companies 
are. Unfortunately, it tends to 
be more difficult; notably in 
continental Europe, the finan­ 
cial information which banks 
provide is somewhat limited 
Also, in many cases the data 
are not particularly timely; it 
is customarily as much as eight 
or nine months before banks put 
out their yearly statements. 
There are also more risks in­ 
volved in foreign exchange 
trading and in so-called Euro- 
placements As the Eurodollar 
market has developed so rapid­ 
ly over the last years, some 
banks have tended to think this 
was really a riskless operation: 
you could take funds from one 
bank and put them with another 
at a little spread and do so 
almost risk-free This certainly 
has now changed 


Treasury Secretary William 
Simon has reiterated that the 


banking system can cope with 
the new problems of oil funds. 
Do you agree? 


My own view is that the bank­ 
ing system cannot cope with it. 
First of all. there is simply the 
size of the funds that are in­ 
volved, which has two facets. 
As I indicated earlier, the 
amount of deposits that we’re 
going to accept from one source 
is limited. Given the enormous 
funds of the oil producing coun­ 
tries, it seems to me that, with 
such a prudent investm ent 
policy, they will have dif­ 
ficulty: how much can you 
place with the largest 30 banks 
in the world9 
On the other side, there are 
the countries that have the 
most severe problems paying 
for oil There are some that 
have developed already into 
poor credit risks And the bank­ 
ing system is not going to 
f inance t heir b a l a nc e of 
payments deficits because it 


can’t do it on a prudent basis. 
I do not believe that the bank­ 
ing system can cope with the 
recycling. It can make a con­ 
tribution to it, as it already has. 
But it won’t solve it. 
Do any of you bankers really 
know what the Arabs want to do 
with their funds? 
I don’t think we do because 
I’m sure they don’t. You have to 
remember the timiqg In Saudi 
Arabia just a few years ago 
their exchange reserves were 
m o d e r a t e . Now they ar e 
suddenly recipients of whatever 
number you choose — whether 
$25 billion or $50 billion. And 
how do you manage something 
like that? The only conclusion 
that one can come to, I would 
have thought, is that they would 
like to keep the majority of 
their investments denominated 
in dollars. As a m atter of fact, 
it would seem almost impossi­ 
ble for them to pursue any other 
course.

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HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
If, as they say, “ it can only

But Tony and his family were 
different They rented a house 
in the town — Novisad — and 
Tony’s children went to a 
Yugoslav school and began 
speaking the language.

The firs t film he made, 
"Deadhead Miles.” was never 
even released, even though Bill 
had Alan Arkin as his lead His 
second, "Steelyard Blues,” was 
released and found a certain 
market, but was far from being 
a hit. 
Hollywood is a town which 
judges people on a very narrow 
yardstick — you are either a 


success or a failure. Tony Bill 
had made two films and neither 
one of them had amounted to 
much He was pigeon-holed as a 
flop as a producer. 
But he kept trying It wasn’t 
easy, because Hollywood’s 
doors are closed to failures. 
Tony Bill found a story by an 
unknown writer and he manag­ 
ed to get a couple of top actors 
interested in doing it The pro­ 
ject became “ The Sting," with 
Robert Redford and Paul New­ 
man, and suddenly the failure 
had the year’s biggest success 
The men who used to turn 
their backs now came running 
to bask in his glory The doors 
that were closed swung open.

“ And just this morning,” he 
says,

The world of finance is in its 
biggest mess of the last 40 
years. Capitalism is being 
tested everywhere. Many peo­ 
ple believe it is dying. 
There is not a major stock 
market where the price tag on 
quoted companies has not been 
marked down by at least one- 
third — and the reduction has 
been generally nearer to a half 
or two-thirds. Inflation and a 
reverse yield curve have chok­ 
ed off the bond market. More 
than ISO investment bankers 
and securities dealers in the 
United States have gone out of 
business in the past 18 months 
The bubble of speculation in 
land and buildings burst ex­ 
plosively. And the vicissitudes 
of the banking fraternity have 
included some of the worst 
failures since the 1930s 
But it is the problems of the 
banking system that most ac­ 
curately reflect those of the 
money system as a whole They 
are not the same problems that 
caused disasters in the 1920s 
and 1930s; nor will domestic 
systems suffer as much as 
som e of them did then. 
Progress in banking over the 
past 10 or 15 years has 
transformed the industry out of 
all recognition.

though some have waited until 
after the lamb has wandered 
before securing the gate With 
one notable exception, within 
the limits of what they are en­ 
titled to do central banks have 
so far handled quite well the 
various 
banking 
calamities 
within their own territories. 
But it is beyond their capaci­ 
ty to tackle the new dimension 
of difficulty introduced by the 
oil producers’ huge surpluses 
All central bankers are cap­ 
tives — some more than others 
— of a political system. The 
failure of the oil-consuming 
nations to reach a common 
position on the oil money ques­ 
tion after nearly one year of 
empty talk is a tragedy for 
which the world’s political 
leaders must take full blame. 
The sheer magnitude of the 
unresolved problem of recycl­ 
ing the petrodollars strains 
even the strong in the banking 
system. 
As long ago as August, before 
the surpluses were piling up as 
rapidly as they now are, the 
Federal Reserve's chairman, 
Arthur Burns, said that it was 
by no means clear that private 
financial institutions would be 
able to recycle the huge oil sur­ 


pluses And interviews with top 
A m erican bankers leave no 
doubt that banks everywhere 
are under pressure. 


The ab ru p t change from 
world boom tow ards world 
slumpflation, the confidence- 
shattering series of failures 
am ong sm aller (and not so 
sm all) banks, the foreign ex­ 
change losses even among some 
of the biggest and more respec­ 
table: 
all these have com ­ 
pounded with the recycling of 
petrodollars to put the weak 
m em bers of the financial com­ 
munity in particular into a very 
vulnerable position 


What has happened alm ost 
everywhere is that during the 
earlier long boom com m ercial 
banks allowed their liabilities 
to grow much faster than their 
capital This was particularly 
true in the United States and 
Britain, where drying-up of the 
w o rld ’s 
two m ajo r equity 
m arkets threw new pressures 
on the banks for loans 


At the sam e time, the banks 
le t a new d ep e n d en c e on 
volatile funds — overnight in­ 
terbank funds, certificates of 
deposits and E urodollars — 
reduce their liquidity. 


Even after the boom, inflated 
costs and depressed profits are 
so squeezing corporate liquidity 
that loan demand is still high 
“ It’s brutal," one American 
banker said 
So so m e o l d - f a s h i o n e d 
parlance is now heard in sm art 
stream lined banking parlors 
The accent has changed from 
turning money at high volumes 
on sl i m m a r g i n s to mor e 
traditional canons of banking 
prudence, including keeping a 
grip on in-house management. 
This last rule of thumb is 
partly a consequence of foreign 
exchange losses among banks 
— and, most particularly, of the 
H e r s t a t t 
a f f a i r , 
w h i c h 
highlighted the fact that even a 
spot exchange contract involves 
a credit risk The immediate 
im pact of that realization was 
that traders severely limited 
new transactions to quality 
nam es. 


So severe was the jolt that in­ 
itially foreign exchange trading 
w as virtually brought to a 
standstill. 
Recalls are com­ 
paratively few now, but the 
forw ard m arkets rem ain sub­ 
dued. 


Nor is that the end of the af­ 


fair As the New York Federal 
R eserv e s C h arles Coom bs 
pointed out in his latest six- 
month report: 
"A more lasting consequence 
of the H erstatt affair was to 
com pound th e trading dif­ 
ficulties faced by small and 
medium-sized banks, not only in 
the foreign exchanges but also 
in the Eurodollar market, as 
credit went to the very best 
nam es." 


Put more simply, depositors, 
whether sheikhs or deprived 
widows, have becom e m ore 
choosy about the banks to 
whom they lend — though no 
one should have expected the 
sheikhs to be anything other 
than ultra-conservative in that 
respect. And the banks have 
becom e m ore choosy as to 
whom they on-lend that money. 


The upshot has been a concen­ 
tration of money into the hands 
of a few big banks, even more 
than these giants know what to 
do with. 
With good risk outlets thinner 
on the ground and c a p ita l 
reso u rce s stre tc h e d , these 
banks are accepting new large 
deposits only at a discount. A 
few of the big American banks 


have been at that stage of 
bargaining for quite a while, 
som etim es paying as much as 2 
per cent under the going rate 
for petrodollars. 
No bank is happy to see its 
liabilities side dominated by a 
handful of enormously power- 
f u l , p o t e n t i a l l y 
f i c k l e , 
depositors, The less so when, 
even now, most of that money is 
being placed at m aturities of 
under a year. 
Admittedly, it is possible to 
think of techniques that circum ­ 
vent these kinds of constraints; 
at least one big Swiss bank is 
exploring the possibility of act­ 
ing essentially as a broker, by 
persuading its Arab clients to 
lend directly to private com ­ 
panies (at 5-7 years) with the 
insurance carro t of a bank 
guarantee. 
Even so, the elasticity for ab­ 
sorption of funds of the banks 
that the Arabs are at present 
willing too trust is very nearly 
at full stretch 
So is their capacity to shovel 
the funds to where they are 
most needed 
The big banks in American 
and elsewhere are being asked 
to recycle money at two levels; 
internally, to w eaker banks 


and. externally, to oil con­ 
sumers who can't pay their bills 
out of their own resources 
But, w hatever their sym ­ 
pathies. banks cannot lend vast 
sums without any reasonable 
prospect of being repaid within 
a foreseeable period of time 
Indeed, 
they 
have 
already 
ceased doing so 
Although the Eurobanks had 
already begun to pull in their 
horns the American banks at 
least remained liberal as late 
as July 
Thei r lending to 
foreigners totalled over $112 
billion in the first seven months 
of the year 
But in August and September 
the pattern changed drastical­ 
ly. Far from increasing their 
n e t l e ndi ng 
f u r t h e r , 
the 
American banks actually claw­ 
ed back $230 million The honey­

— The old-style newspaper 
owner whose campaigns and 
crusades are driven by the bees 
in his own bonnet is not dead 
He is alive and well and living 
in Argentina 
And if Hector Garcia had his 
way it is not impossible that 
Argentina and Britain would 
now be at war. 
Instead, the A rgentine 
government stepped in on Dec 
20 and closed down Garcia’s 
C ronica — the c o u n try ’s 
biggest-selling newspaper. 
Resident Britons in Argentina 
(there are about 25,000 
registered with the embassy) 
could, mistakenly, view the 
closure of Cronica as a cause 
for rejoicing 
Garcia is an 
anglophobe. whose newspapers 
and magazines always refer to 
the British as “pirates” (the 
Americans are always called 
gumchewers), and his latest 
stunt was to call for recruits to 
invade the Falkland Islands. 
He began thumping away on 


this tub on Dec 16 As the days 
rolled by the three editions of 
Cronica daily announced the 
enrollment of more and more 
volunteers 
Telegrams were 
published 
from 
prominent 
businessmen (offering moral 
su pp o rt 
w hile 
e x c u s in g 
themselves from active par­ 
ticipation on grounds of age), 
w h i le 
w o r k e r s 
w ir e d 
statements like: “Ready to die 
for my country I await your 
call.” 
Argentina's claim to the 
Falklands, which it calls the 
Malvinas, is based on the argu­ 
ment that Britain forcibly oc­ 
cupied them 144 years ago, ex­ 
pelling the Buenos Aires con­ 
federation garrison, and that 
the present population is essen­ 
tially British and therefore one 
of occupation 
Garcia has championed this 
claim throughout most of his 
dizzying newspaper career, but 
his invasion plan seems to have 
been at least partly motivated 
by rancor. 
Not so long ago, he had 


switched most of his attention 
from his newspaper empire to a 
television station which the 
government recently took over 
He came back to Cronica with a 
bang, and by Dec. 20 he claimed 
to have signed up over 20.000 
recruits for his invasion army. 
Cronica was carrying a front­ 
page advertisement for DC4 
aircraft, the biggest that can 
land on the islands, and was 
building up support within con­ 
gress itself. TTie British em­ 
bassy did not take the campaign 
very seriously and expected it 
to fizzle out. 
But the Argentine foreign 
ministry saw that with every 
day of the campaign the hope of 
persuading the islanders that 
their future lay with Argentina 
was receding 
Britain argues that any 
change of sovereignty can take 
place only with the approval of 
the 2,000 inhabitants. 
During the past 10 years there 
have been three illegal landings 
on the Falklands, two of them 
sponsored by Garcia and one 


made by an invasion force of 
young Peronist commandos 
who hijacked a plane to the 
islands. So there was a 
possibility that the new cam­ 
paign could have generated 
enough heat to force Argentina 
into a war. 
Garcia has demonstrated the 
power of the Malvinas issue and 
the prospect of an irregular 
force invading the islands is 
still a distinct possibility. A 
b r e a k t h r o u g h 
in 
the 
negotiations to solve the 
problem of sovereignty (for 
economic integration is making 
natural progress with the 
restoration of communications) 
is required to defuse the issue 
— made all the more inflam­ 
mable by reports that the 
islands, hitherto mainly known 
for sheep and seals, are sitting 
on “a new Kuwait.” 
That forecast has been made 
before in regard to another 
offshore area, but this time sub­ 
stantial reserves of oil and 
natural gas seem more a 
probability than a possibility. 


The hazards of clim ate control

W ASHINGTON (U PI) — Should man tamper with the weather 
in an attempt to improve the lot of people facing some disaster 
resulting from changes in the climate? 
So far, scientists do not know enough about the atmosphere's 
complexities to explain why climactic changes occur, much less 
predict when they will happen But it is known that man can affect 
long-term weather patterns. 
And there is some hope that meteorologists soon will be able to 
predict the kind of changes that bring on drought to lands already 
short of food such as in the Sahel region of Africa south of the 
Sahara Desert. 
But what should be done if such forecasts were possible? The 
issue was raised in an article in Science magazine by W W 
Kellogg and S. H. Schneider, both members of the climate project 
of the National Center for Atmospheric Research at Boulder, 
Colo 
They concluded that it would be dangerous to pursue any large- 
scale climate control schemes until their effects can be predicted 
with some reasonable assurance. That cannot now be done 
“To tamper with the system that determines the livelihood and 
life styles of people the world over would be the height of 
irresponsibility if we could not adequately foresee the out 
forecast of local disaster it steps were not taken to offset the 
anticipated change. 
Kellogg and Schneider said the problem with attempts to alter 
the climate is that the atmosphere •“♦»<!Tx»rts no national 
boundaries and if the climate were improved in one area, it might 
be worsened in another. 
“We cannot escape the fact that the atmosphere is a resource 
that is shared by all the world’s people, and is a tightly coupled 
system that cannot be oushed very hard in one place without 


making a bulge somewhere else,” they said 
Even if atmospheric scientists develop ways to predict 
accurately the results of climate modification efforts, “there will 
still be the agonizing decision of whose climate should be 
preserved, whose improved and whose sacrificed 
“We have no international mechanism or institution or treaty 
for deciding what would be an overall improvement let alone 
tackling the question of who would be responsible if a scheme 
produced (or were perceived to produce) unexpected •■esults in 
someone else’s backyard ” 
One of the primary reasons for attempts to control the climate 
would be to increase food production, but Kellogg and Schneider 
said, “it seems to us that control of food supply and demand is a 
far better method of reducing famine than attempts to control the 
climate.” 
In any event, they said the whole issue of climate predictions, 
control and consequences is a matter worthy of major research 
"The price in human suffering of continued ignorance of the 
causes of climate change may already have become unacceptably 
high,” they said.

When in 
fact, it was the United States Postal 
System that refuses to let the Letter 
Carrier get out of his truck to deliver the 
mail. Also, we hereby wish to inform the 
Lompoc residents that the same kind of 
boxes, about which that 
Grover City 
citizens are complaining, are being 
provided by the Postal Service for the 
new apartments that are now being 
constructed in Lompoc. 
In behalf of our local Branch 3239 of 
the 
National 
Association 
of 
Letter 
Carriers and in the sincere interest of a 
better Postal Service, we want to state 
our position concerning certain postal 
policies. Our purpose is not intended to 
criticize our employer, but to acquaint 
the public with true facts to correct 
distortions and misinformation. 
First of all, we want our customers to 
know that the Letter Carrier delivers 
each day all the mail volume which 
management permits to be delivered In 
other words, when the Letter Carrier 
leaves early in the morning for his 
assigned hours of delivery time; he 
carries with him all of the mail provided 
by management for delivery that day. 
The Letter Carrier is not responsible for 
any mail delays and is, in fact, very 
sensitive to any service problems. We 
are working as a Union for the best 
possible policies and are not responsible 
for problems, which our customers have 
called to our attention and are stated in 
the following: 
(1 ) We do not condone the curtailment 
of any type of mail, and feel if our routes 
were properly adjusted there would not 
be the serious delays which are now 
being experienced. 
(2) There is a daily average of more 
than 11 million pieces of mail, which are

Letter Carrier has always forwarded 
this

and the forwarding of mail is now being 
computerized, thereby causing some 
serious delays in ultimate delivery.

Constitutional concept of Congressional 
equality we find Congress relegated to

place 
Nixon 
carried 
his 
contempt of Congress beyond anybody 
else and so we see a reaction taking 
place. Some think that with Nixon gone 
Congress

itself Sorry, I must dissent. 
Congressional government has never 
worked well We have tried it once or 
twice, 
particularly 
after wars, 
and 
impatient people have clamored very 
soon for a "strong” president If we had 
developed a parliamentary system (as 
we alm ost did several tim es) we would 
have 
collectivized 
leadership 
in 
Congress with strong party control, and 
at 
the 
White 
House 
an 
amiable 
cerem onial president would be ready to 
snip ribbons, throw out the first ball at 
World 
Series, 
ski 
in Colorado 
and 
sym bolize national unity. 
Instead, we got what chief Watergate 
prosecutor Jam es Neal calls a "drift 
over 
the 
years 
to 
an 
all-powerful 
president." 
Not 
quite 
all-powerful; 
responsibility is still diffused Nobody in 
Washington has final responsibility for 
the 
budget, 
nobody 
has 
final 
responsibility for anti recession action 
and, in Congress itself, the two houses 
squabble among them selves blocking 
reforms that might aid the poor or tax 
the big oil companies. Tax reform 
passed one house and failed in the other; 
welfare reform died in the Senate after 
the House passed it twice; even the 
antique Electoral College, which the 
House sentenced to death in 1969. is still 
around: the Senate wouldn’t act. 
Make no m istake, our system works 
(to the awe of foreigners), and works 
pretty well in normal tim es Only there 
aren’t normal tim es any more; crisis is 
chronic; I have never, I think, seen 
greater anxiety and dread over the 
immediate 
future 
than 
there 
is 
in 
Washington at present. Domestic and 
global forces push reluctant Mr. Ford to 
action Some think that this will all pass 
soon and that we shall get back to 
"norm al.” Sorry, I must dissent. 
Questions still arise. Why did we elect 
Nixon in the first place? He was called 
"Tricky Dick"; in Congress he exploited 
the Red Menace; he had a slush fund 
when he ran with Ike; when he ran for 
governor in California, a judge exposed 
his Organizers’ dirty tricks. In part, 
Nixon won in 1972 because 45 per cent of 
the eligible voters didn’t vote. 
His 
"landslide" was about one-quarter of 
the potential electorate. If it is argued 
that Nixon won because he had weak 
competition, that only shifts the issue: 
why is the US electoral process so 
unsuccessful that it fails to stir 80 
million potential voters to vote. 
We will stumble through somehow, no 
doubt 
But to argue that a system of 
fixed terms, set elections, separation of 
powers, divided control, weak parties 
and 
rival 
legislative chambers will 
produce congress capable of competing 
with the president seem s unrealistic. 
Many feel that somehow the Watergate 
verdict has solved m atters and that now 
we can relax No future president, they 
feel, will yield to temptation or, if he 
does, that Judge Sirica will be on hand 
and the culprit will courteously leave 
self-incriminating 
tape-recordings all 
along his route. Sorry, I must dissent.

Washington calling

CUERNAVACA. MEXICO - To relax 
in this gentle summertime clim ate, as 
equable as any to he found anywhere, is 
a rare privilege When headlines in the 
Mexico News tell of blizzards and ice 
storms in the North we are more aware 
of that privilege while sunning beside 
the swimming pool. 
For 
nearly 
three 
decades the American 
abroad 
has been a 
privileged character. 
Whether as traveler, 
b u s i n e s s 
or 
government 
e x e c u t i v e , 
or 
e x p a t r i a t e , 
t he 
benefits of the vast 
power that cam e into 
being in the United 
S ta tes 
after 
1940 
endowed 
a 
special 
caste 
From the perspective of this retreat 
and with the start of the new year, a 
hard look at our privileged position is in 
order. 
Let it be said first of all that 1974 saw. 
if not its end, then the beginning of the 
end The reasons are many. The decline 
of the dollar in the world’s money 
markets is foremost 
The advantage of the ’50s andmid-’60s 
when the dollar was almost as welcome 
as gold has long since gone. 
'Hie cheapened dollar may be an 
advantage to multinational corporations 
selling their products abroad But to the 
U.S. 
citizen 
having 
enjoyed 
the 
privileges of the postwar era, it has 
quite another look. 
There is another reason related to the 
pinch 
felt 
everyw here 
with 
the 
deepening 
recession 
The privileged 
American living abroad and deriving his 
income 
from 
back 
home 
is 
being 
subjected to the conditions that apply to 
the ordinary citizen of the country in 
which he resides. 
This m eans higher taxes that might 
even be levied on his income from the 
United States That threat voiced by 
Laborites in Britain has sent a shock 
wave through the U S community in 
London 
Over higher taxes and the bite of 
inflation m higher prices, grumbling can 
be heard here. A carryover from the 
past is that the salary of a servant is still 
around $80 a month with room and keep 
But 
even 
that 
happy 
condition 
is 
qualified by a new requirement that if 
discharged an employe must be paid at 
least three months salary 
This 
is 
trivial 
alongside 
the 
fundamental change in attitude occuring 
m recent years 
It was expressed in 
Adlai Stevenson's "Revolution of rising 
expectations" in the developing world. 
The haves and the have-nots can no 
l o n g e r 
be 
k e p t 
in 
s e p a r a t e 
compartments. 
The pukka sahib of the British in India 
is a species as extinct as the dodo 
The changed condition calls for far 
reaching adjustment facing up to new 
realities 
This has to do not with the fate of a 
few privileged Americans but with a 
w i l l i n g n e s s 
to 
a s s u m e 
the 
responsibilities of world power under 
far more difficult circum stances The 
temptation is to say that if they won’t 
have us on the terms of the past then the 
hell with it. 
That temptation is most alluring m the 
United Nations where in the General 
Assembly the Communist and Third 
World 
powers 
trampled 
over 
the 
sensitivities of the United States 
It 
glitters in the Middle East where the 
U.S. fiat has little support. In the event 
of a new Middle East war American 
backing of Israel against the Arabs 
would have shattering consequences. 
Our isolation would be all but complete. 
The radical adjustment in the face of 
new realities calls for discipline at 
home With roughly five per cent of the 
world’s population we cannot go on 
using about one-third of all natural 
resources Discipline m ust begin with 
oil and it must be applied by the 
President of the United States. 
Failure can only mean the spread of 
Chaos everywhere 
U.S. firm s doing 
business in the Argentine are under a 
continuing 
terrorist 
threat. 
That a 
ransom of |4.5 million was paid for one 
executive of the Ford Motor Co. is 
evidence of how far the breakdown has 
gone 
In Mexico a sizable armed force was 
required to wipe out the guerilla band 
of Lucio Cabanas who had begun to 
achieve a kind of Robin Hood reputation, 
robbing banks and kidnaping the rich for 
the benefit of the poor. It was a 
reputati on 
wholly 
undese rved, 
according to the government. The rising 
expectations of the great m ass are fed in 
a variety of ways. One is by the example 
of the affluent whose big cars honk their 
way through crowded streets. Another is 
th e 
e n t i c e m e n t 
of 
t e l e v i s i o n 
representing a privileged life as the 
com m ercials hold out the lure of things 
beyond the reach of most viewers. 
In the face of irreversible change the 
new year will be a tim e of testing. 
Hopefully in the centennial year of 1976 
we shall have shown that we can m eet 
the challenge of a world so radically 
changed.
